But that Word which begets them again, is the ſame Spirit 
Adam Was made living with; which having loſt in Adam, the Saints recover through 
wriſt ; who for this Cauſe is called the Second Adam, that is, the Second Progenitor, or 
Begetter of Mankind: And the Bridgroom, infuſing his Spiritual Seed in Man, and im- 
pregnating his Soul, which, becames his Mother thereby; and by the ſame means he be- 
comes the Son of Man, 8 
By the Nord of tbe Lerd, and the Spirit of bis Mauth was the whole World created, - 
Ges. 1. 2. F/. 6. for it is that Spiritual Breath, or Word, that giveth lift 2 Cor. 3. 6. 
and quickneth every thing, Job. 6. 63. The Body without Spirit is dead, Fam. 2. 26. and 
ſo is the Soul; and if the Bodily life cant ſubſiſt without Spirit, much leſs can that of 
the Soul come into it without it; n= mr then is the Word the Saints are begotten of. 
And Chriſt- is that Word of God, Foh:* 1: 1. in the Heart, or God in us, 
Marth. 1. 23. dwelling im us for ever, Job. 14. r7. by his comforting Spirit; for 
the Lord is that Spirit, 2 Cor. 2. 17. by whom God hath made the Worlds, Hebr. 1. 
2.-and by whom he forms, reforms; and ereates all things a new. And is the Power 
of God, 1 Cor. 1. 24 by whom St. Paul begat thoſe he writes to, with preaching ch. 4. 15. 
and of which the Apoſtles were: Miniſferi, for he faith, that they were the Minifters . 
of the Spirit 2 Cor. 3:6. that gives Life, and not of the dead Letter that-killeth, or leaves 
one Dead; and in his- Shadow of Death. So the Word of Faith which Paul, and the 
Apoſfles preached, and were the Miniſters of, and whence comes Undetſtanding or 
FHearing, Rom 10: 17. Was not the Word which Mr. Kezb difpures for, in the Mouth 
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- underſtand by, is the Word Cbriſt, from whom comes the hearing which Pen 
peaks of, Rom. 10. 17. 1 Foh. 5.20. That Light and that faculty in us is called the 
Word, (as well as in God himſelf, who hath no mouth to ſpeak with) becauſe the 
Word which we ſpeak, is conceived in the Heart by the Light of the Spirit, before 
it come to the Mouth; and is not that Sound the Air makes in the Throat and 
the Mouth; but the Spirit iſſuing from the Heart into the Tongue, beating the Air 
in the Mouth, and there Articulating according to that Organ, that which the Vul- 
gar calls Words, but are nothing but Yeces. 

Now Chriſt being that Spirit, 2 Car. 3. 6. which guides Men into all Truth, Job. 
16. 13. and gives them to Underſtand all the Miſteries of Fath; Ch. 14. 26. 1 Joh. 
2. 27. 5:20. for when the Holy: Ghoſt comes, it is Chriſt that comes himſelf; 
the Holy Ghoſt is that Word, whence the Hearing of Faith comes; and not the 
Written Word. And ſeeing that Chriſt gives Light to all Men Born in the World, 
Foh. 1. 9. and to the Saints and Faithful, at their Regeneration, it is natural in all, 
and Supernatural in the Regenerated; the Light of Nature in all, granted to all at 
their Birth, by the Prerogative of their Eſſence or Nature; and the Light of Grace 
in ſome, granted them by Grace through Chriſt, at their Birth of the Spirit, or Re- 
generation. And this laſt being the Word, which Teacheth all things needful, ro 
Life and to Godlineſi. 2 Per. f. 3. and all things, noWexcepted, Jeb. 14. 26. 16. 13. 
it ĩs without doubt of it, that the two foreſaid places of Paul and Peter are meant, 
and are to be underſtood, Rom. 10. 17. 1 Pet. 1.23. And the Outward Word be- 
ing but a Parable of it ſelf unto all natural Men, and to their Light of Nature; be- 
cauſe the Kingdom of God being in the Holy Ghoſt; Rom. 14. 17. and the Birth - 
of the Spirit being that which gives entrance or admiſſion into it. Fob. 3. 5. they 
are without that Kingdom, and ſo cannot underſtand the Mzſteries and the things of 

the Spirit in Scripture. Marc. 4.11. 1 Cor. 2. 14. it gives no Underſtanding ; nay, 
cannot be Underſtood without the Light, and the means of the Spiritual Word. 
Chriſt; and ſo to it, belongs not that which Mr: Reith aſcribes, and attributes un- 
to it, viz. to be the compleat Rule of Faith, Conſcience and Practice; but rather 
to the other inward and Spiritual Word. | 

And as to what Mr. Reith concludes in his ↄth Page, to wit, That the Compleat 
and Adequate Rule therefore, of our faith and Practice, is the whole revealed Will of 
God, as it 1 Revealed unto us in the Scriptures ; the Laws and Precepts whereef, are of a 
far greater extent than thoſe Writ in every Mans Heart, "without all Scripture Revelation. 
I fay it is not ſo, for the Spirit that Writes thoſe Laws of God in the Heart of the 
Regenerated Teacherh and Searcheth all things, even the Deep things of God, Fob. 14. 
26. 2 Cor. 2. 10. without the help of Scripture, or Scripture Revelation; and ſince 
it Teacheth all thiugs; it is of larger extent than the Light and the Knowledge, 
which comes from the outward Word; as Chriſt himſelf Witneſſeth in theſe Words, 
Foh. 16. 12. I have yet many things to ſay to you ; but .you caunot bear them now, be- 
fore the Holy Ghaſt come, who when he comes, will Guide you into all Truth, natural 
and Divine, none excepted; leaving to the Holy Ghoſt, or Spiritual inward Word, 
the Revelation of that he had yet to ſay and Teach; which, ſince his Words and 
Teachings, are not needleſs and in Vain, are things as neceſſary to Life and to Salva- 
tion, as what the outward contains: St. Paul likewiſe doth refer the faithful he 
preach' d to, to the Revelation of God by the inward Word, Phil. 2. 15. to ſew that 
he did not take the outward to be the true and compleat Rule of their Faſth. And 
St. Folm and St. Peter confirm this; John by ſay ing, Ch. 21. 25. that the World 1 
would not contain the Books might 1 of that which Chriſt Ta f 
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djd confer this with, 48. 1: 1. and Peter by ſaying that the Scripture ſerves but until 
the Light of the Morning Star, which is Chriſt, the inward Word, Revel. 22. 16. arife_ 
and Shine in the Heart. Wherice follows that the Scriprures are not of ſo large ex- 
tent as the inward Word, of which the faithful are Born again; and ſince it wants 
» a great many of the things Chriſt had to Teach, ir doth not deſerve the Name of 
Compleat rule of Practice. 3 
But Mr. Reith knowing this, for he had formerly ſaid ( Immed. Revel. pag. gs.) .. 
that the Light is not therein, but in Chriſt, the inward Word, and that he that /ceks 
for Life, that is to be Born again of God, in the outward Word, ſeeks the Living 
among the Dead; :ddsto it Pag. 9. and alſo Pag. 11. that the Knowledge and the 
Faith of the Miſteries Revealed in the Scriptures, is given to us i» Gods Ordinary 
way, by the Written Word Preached and Read outwardly, with the Special Illumination of 
the Holy Spirit, giving us a Savory underſtanding of them: Joining here both the in- 
ward, and outward Word together, as neceſſary for the underſtanding of Scripture. 
Thus confeſſing in this place, that thing which he did not own, but denied in the 
other; and confounding both at laſt, to confound the unwary, and to leave ſome 
holes open for himſelf to evade at. And throughout theſe three Pages 9, 10, and 
11th, he is fo very confufe, that it is a hard matter to find what he would be at; 
and his Proofs and Conclufions are much of the ſame nature; No if both neceſſa- 
ry for underſtanding and Faith, one is not the Compleat Rule of Faith; and if both 
that Rule, pray what doth this Learned Man get by all his Arguments and diſputes, 
for one alone? 5 
The Truth is, that both theſe Words do very well together, being the two Wit-" 
nieſſes that do teſtify of Chriſt, and in the Mouth of which two, every Word which 
wee re ad in Scripture, is confirmed, Job. 15. 26, 27. 8.17. It is no more at thy 
Word, that we believe, as ſome ſaid, Ch. 4. 42. but becauſe we know from him 
that he is the very Chriſt and the Saviour of the World. But the one, viz. the out- 
ward, is not of it ſelf capable to be the Rule of the Faith of Saints, witheur the 
other, and is not to be heeded after the other appear, 2 Pet.
